Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant asserted that there is no motivation to modify the APA of 
Figure 2 based on the fact that the pedestal shown therein is a "standard" pedestal suggested by SEMI for use in any 
facility; and further that the fact that the pedestal is "standardized" would teach away from customization. Applicant 
also provided general information regarding the APA of Figure 2 and the environment in which the pedestal is used. 
Examiner suggested that the Applicant's arguments might be stronger if additional documentation/literature regarding 
SEMI and the "standard" pedestal of the APA of Figure 2 were provided. Applicant also asserted that, in lieu of the 
arguments stated above, one would not look to the teachings of Wright (non-analgous art) to modify the APA of Figs. 2 
and 1 . Applicant also made examiner aware of the potential introduction of an additional independent claim similar to 
claim 1 and to further include limitations regarding the facilities connection locations. Examiner brought US 6,312,525 
to Bright et al. to Applicant's attention as a patent of interest. 
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
